while the two were separated. By 
then, their 10 -year union “was 
already broken beyond repair ” says 
the close insider. “She was disgusted 
with Ben anyway, so this was icing 
on the cake.” Now she’s left fuming 
by Affleck’s decision to continue the 
relationship after Ouzounian was 
fired. A source says Garner, 43, 
was floored to learn Affleck, also 
43, had invited the Santa Monica 
native over to his bachelor pad, just 
a few houses down from the fami- 
ly’s home in L.A.’s Pacific Palisades. 
Most shockingly, per an Ouzounian 
pal, he had told the 2 8 -year- old 
he was in love. (A rep for Affleck 
denies there was ever a romance; 
a rep for Garner couldn’t be reached 
for comment.) Says a Garner source, 
“Discovering the extent of Ben’s re- 
lationship with Christine completely 
changed things.” 

Namely, it spurred Garner to 
revoke her previous offer to have 
Affleck live in the guesthouse on 
the family’s 3 -acre property. While 
the close insider says Garner is still 
leaving that door open, another 
source counters that Affleck is 
now not welcome at home: “With 
everything that’s happened, she’s no 
longer pursuing that.” And Affleck is 
doing little to help his cause. While 
the actress has focused on shielding 
Violet, 9, Seraphina, 6, and Samuel, 3, 
from their dad’s bad behavior (“The 
idea that her kids may have to deal 
with this for the rest of their lives 
is something she is having a lot of 
trouble with,” says a Garner insider), 
he’s working to shield his fling — and 
himself — from the backlash. He has 
holed up out of sight at his private 
retreat near Savannah, Georgia, and, 
says a source, is paying for Ouzounian 
to stay hidden at the five-star Hotel 
Bel-Air in L.A. To Garner, his actions 
are inexcusable. Says a source: “Her 
level of anger has skyrocketed.” 


I WHAT JEN KNEW 

When Garner first hired Ouzounian 
from a high-end Beverly Hills nanny 


agency this spring, the woman was 
just another member of the brood’s 
cast of caretakers. But within 
weeks. Garner had singled out the 
Arizona State University commu- 
nications grad — for all the wrong 
reasons. She’d heard rumblings that 
while she was in and out of town 
filming her comedy Nine Lives in 
Montreal in June, her estranged 
husband and the babysitter were 
planning outings together without 
the kids. “She didn’t know anything 
was going on,” says the close insider, 
“but she suspected it.” 

Despite her doubts, she invited 


Ouzounian on the family’s late-June 
trip to the Bahamas. The getaway 
was meant to keep the kids out of the 
spotlight when Affleck and Garner 
announced their separation June 30, 
and Garner invited Ouzounian to tag 
along with another nanny “because 
one of her sisters lives there,” says 
the insider. (Ouzounian also spent 
two-plus years on the island as a 
teacher at Treasure Cay’s Head Start 
Academy.)

Patricia, in the hospital. Away from 
Garner’s watchful eye, Affleck and 
Ouzounian did little to hide their 
affection. Says a source, “They were 
flirting and acting couple-y.” When 
Garner finally arrived June 25, she 
sensed something was off. “Christine 
was acting emotional,” says the close 
insider. She told Garner she was 
struggling with a recent split from 


her ex-fiance, who lives in the Baha- 
mas, and the star decided she was 
too distracted to watch over Violet, 
Seraphina and Samuel. Says the in- 
sider, “Jen said, 'You can’t be around 
my kids like this. Please go home.’” 

A gracious Affleck offered to give 
her a lift on his private jet the next 
day. The plan, says the insider, was 
for gambling buff Affleck to fly to 
Las Vegas for a charity poker tour- 
nament and Ouzounian to continue 
on to L.A., but the plane remained 
grounded in Sin City. And what 
happened in Vegas — a source says 
the duo spent a “romantic” weekend 
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together — didn’t stay in Vegas. (An 
Affleck source insists Ouzounian 
went to help out with a charity 
auction.) By the time Affleck landed 
back in the Bahamas June 29, 
Garner had heard about the trip and 
pieced everything together, says the 
insider. “She knew, and Ben knew 
that she did,” says the insider.

Instead, Garner took action. She 
sent a letter to Ouzounian July 1 
letting her know she’d been fired, 
says the insider, and sent Affleck 
packing two days later.

A source claims Affleck 
quickly devised a plan for her to be 
less conspicuous, shuttling her over 
to his favorite spot, the Hotel Bel-Air. 
“He orchestrated for her to go there 
to get her into hiding,” the Garner 
insider says of Ouzounian, spotted 
poolside at the posh resort August 
2. (An Affleck source counters he’s 
“absolutely not paying” for her stay.) 
He also instructed Ouzounian, who’s 
since hired a publicist at a crisis- 
management firm, to remain silent, 
says another source: “Ben’s plan is to 
keep denying everything.” 

He’s keeping himself out of sight 
as well. A source says the Batman 
V Superman: Dawn of Justice 
star decamped to his 50 -acre 
Savannah-area property — located 
on secluded Hampton Island —

“they’re still young enough that 
they don’t really know what’s going 
on. Jen is doing her best to keep 
giving them a normal life.” That 
means keeping up their regular 
family outings. A source says Garner 
makes it a point to spend one-on- 
one time with each kid, and on 
August 1, it was Seraphina’s turn. 

She treated the elementary schooler 
to a breakfast pastry at a local Panera 
Bread, then toted her and brother 
Samuel to a nearby farmers’ market. 
“They browsed the produce stands,” 
says an onlooker.
